The Real Todd Spitzer Stands Up 

Orange County’s potential next district attorney makes a surprising confession 



T here’s no question private attor¬ 
ney Todd Spitzer is determined to 
become district attorney, with the 
weighty power to decide who is and isn’t 
prosecuted for crimes in Orange County, 
a place with a population greater than 20 
American states. 

While Spitzer is 
presently campaign¬ 
ing for an open 
county supervisor 
seat and wait¬ 
ing for four-term, 
69-year-old (as of 
next month) DA 
Tony Rackauckas to 
retire, two key ques¬ 
tions linger: After 
a series of gaffes, is 
Spitzer ready for the 
top prosecutor job? And will Rackauckas 
chief of staff Susan Kang Schroeder, his 
indefatigable nemesis, thwart him? 

The Schroeder/Spitzer clash might be 
OC’s best ugly rivalry She is from Mars, 
he is from Venus, and—depending on who 
is speaking—they both want to either be 
DA or control the office. With Schroeder 
whispering in his ear, Rackauckas cited 
maturity issues when he fired Spitzer from 
his assistant DA job in September 2010. 

The aftermath of that firing was soap- 
opera ugly. Rackauckas and Spitzer called 
dueling press conferences. The DA labeled 
Spitzer—a former frontline prosecutor, 
reserve LAPD cop, KFI-AM 640 radio 
host, school-board member, victim’s-rights 
advocate, state assemblyman and county 
supervisor—an undisciplined brat. Spitzer 
labeled Rackauckas and his top advisers, 
Newport Beach power couple Susan and 
Mike Schroeder, “totally unethical.” 

It wasn’t the first time Spitzer threw 
a grenade toward the trio—in October 
2004,1 covered a speech by then-Assem- 
blyman Spitzer at a Rush Limbaugh 
Club meeting where he declared that 
Rackauckas and the Schroeders had “poi¬ 
soned” the DA’s office. “The people of this 
county deserve a DA who is fair, just and 
beyond reproach,” he said. 

But four years later, Spitzer found him¬ 
self facing term limits in his Sacramento 
post, needing a well-paying job and tak¬ 
ing a boat ride with Rackauckas, during 
which—incredibly—he asked the DA if 
he could return to the OC district attor¬ 
ney’s office and work as his understudy. 
Rackauckas, a tepid fund-raiser who 
knew Spitzer wanted his job in the 2010 
election and had more than $1 million 
in a campaign war chest, said yes. That 
strained arrangement—a less successful 
deal than the present Barack Obama/Hill¬ 
ary Clinton marriage—survived for sev¬ 
eral years until the monumental break-up. 

So, to summarize: In 2004, Rackauckas 
is evil, according to Spitzer. In 2008, 
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Spitzer asks the DA to hand him a high- 
ranking post and become his mentor. 

In 2010, Rackauckas fires Spitzer and— 
voila!—becomes evil again. 

I’ve featured those fiip-fiops in previous 
columns, including one titled ‘Will the Real 
Todd Spitzer Stand Up?” (Sept. 9,2010). Lit¬ 
tle did I know that yet another eye-opening, 
newsworthy fiip-fiop was on the horizon. 
About two months after he was fired and 
angrily blasted Rackauckas and the Schro¬ 
eders as personified evil, Spitzer launched 
secret, friendly negotiations with them. 

We might not have known about this 
development, but in recent weeks, Mrs. 
Schroeder got annoyed that Spitzer was 
once again disparaging DA management. 
“If we’re so corrupt, why did Todd cry for 
his job back?” she asked me, knowing that 
I would respond, “What?!” 

I immediately asked Spitzer via text 


message if the story were true. He refused 
to respond in writing. We met, and he 
admitted he had privately sought recon¬ 
ciliation with the DA and the Schroeders. 
He also told me he had not asked for his 
job back, a stance he maintained for an 
hour until I dropped a bomb: “Susan told 
me she has proof that you did.” 

Spitzer then told me his goal hadn’t 
necessarily been to get his job back, but 
rather to seek detente on the personal 
animosity and solicit Rackauckas’ advice 
on career moves. 

“She told me she has a voice message 
you left for Tony where you were weepy 
and asked for your job back,” I said. 

Spitzer—who is often passionate in his 
endeavors—admitted he left voice mail 
messages for the DA. He cautioned me to 
appreciate the circumstances at the time 
of the calls: He’d just celebrated his 50th 
birthday, was unemployed for the first 
time after losing his “dream job” as a pros¬ 
ecutor, and was worried about how he 
would financially provide for his family. 

I again asked him if he’d asked for his 


job back. He paused before answering, “I 
might have.... Okay, I probably did, but 
it was more of a global thing with Tony— 
where can we go from here?” 

You’ll forgive me if my head is spinning. 

Spitzer volunteered additional context 
for what, according to my calculations, 
is the fourth fiip-fiop in six years on the 
same subject. He said lambasting Mike 
Schroeder (a former chairman of the 
California Republican Party) and Rack¬ 
auckas had been done in anger after being 
blindsided by his abrupt firing. Though 
he doesn’t think they are squeaky-clean, 
Spitzer respects both men, cherishes 
their opinion and—even after all the 
intense hostilities and name calling— 
enjoys their company. 

He won’t say the same for Susan Kang 
Schroeder. In his eyes, she is the relentless, 
petty instigator of all the trouble between 
the men (See my Feb. 1 Navel Gazing post, 
“Todd Spitzer Prosecutes DA Chief of Staff 
Susan Kang Schroeder in Titlegate”). 

“But I know you met with Susan, too, at 
a Starbucks,” I said. 

Spitzer conceded the rendezvous, 
claiming he was curious to explore a 
chance for peace. Unlike Schroeder, 
he says, he doesn’t believe in “nonstop, 
take-no-prisoners” personal warfare. In 
his view, public employees should solve 
problems—not use their positions to 
settle personal scores. 

“Here’s the bottom line,” said Spitzer. 
“If they told me I could go back [to 
the DA’s office] today, I’d be there in a 
heartbeat. I love that office—I really love 
it. Plenty of prosecutors have left and 
become defense lawyers. That’s not for 
me. I can’t do that. I’m a prosecutor at 
heart. It’s in my blood, and I’m not going 
to lie: I want to be DA.” 

It wasn’t easy for Spitzer to come 
clean. He’s an ambitious politician with 
undeniable skills, and anti-Rackauckas/ 
anti-Schroeder forces desperately have 
wanted him as their unblemished warrior. 
To that crowd, his periodic dalliances 
with the Schroeders and Rackauckas 
understandably cause suspicion, if not 
outright alienation. 

But Spitzer’s startling admission that 
he’d gladly return to the Rackauckas 
regime he has helped to taint is also oddly 
freeing. He no longer has to pretend he’s 
perfect, and he can blame a vicious, booby- 
trapped environment. In his mind, self- 
protective maneuverings—the infamous 
fiip-fiops—are necessary if he’s ever going 
to become the excellent DA he foresees. 

Afterward, I asked Schroeder to play 
for me Spitzer’s incriminating voice-mail 
message to Rackauckas. 

“We don’t have it,” she said. “It was 
erased. I wanted Todd to think we’d kept 
it so that he’d be honest with you.”

Han Yang takes Korean food and its beef-short-rib soup 

beyond the borders of Little Seoul

H ave you noticed? Little Seoul, once 
constrained within the confines 
of Garden Grove, is slowly spilling 
into sections of Buena Park, spreading the 
gospel of its food to territories previously 
only notable for jousting knights and 
boysenberry pie. One recently established 
temple of worship is Han Yang, a special¬ 
ist in galbi tang, Korean beef-short-rib 
soup, which is featured on a menu that 
has only 10 other dishes. 

If it served nothing but the galbi tang, 
it would still be enough reason for you to 
wait in line at this former A&W drive-in. 
And there’s always a line. It’s the kind of 
soup that takes you by surprise, floors you, 
and makes you believe new discoveries 
are still possible in our Wikipedia world. 
Sip it, and the revelation is similar to the 
first time you had a really good bowl of 
pho or realized that ramen doesn’t always 
come from a 30-cent packet. 

All galbi tang virgins should have it 
here first. In OC, the soup is more eso¬ 
teric than sullungtang—so don’t expect 
to And it at your local all-you-can-eat 
Korean barbecue. You may recognize 
the galbi part in the name, though, as 
it’s from the same part of the animal as 
those meaty planks you’d sizzle atop 
griddles. In galbi tang’s case, though, the 
beef is hacked lengthwise into 2-inch- 
long pieces, bones outweighing flesh. 
These are hand-holdable, actual ribs—so 
do it. Though the meat has been coddled 
under a long, slow simmer to loosen its 


grip with just a gentle nudge of your 
chopsticks, all Han Yang diners take it 
upon themselves to pick the things up 
and fulfill their basest, primal caveman 
instincts by tearing off sopping mouth¬ 
fuls with their teeth. Preceding each 
bite, they dab on a mustard-smeared soy 
sauce to cut through the richness. 

The broth will, at first, appear to be 
unremarkable. Save for green onions, 
softened cloves of garlic, a long rectangle 
of thinly sliced omelet, vermicelli noo¬ 
dles and dots of red jujubes, it’s crystal- 
clear and plain-looking. But a sip reveals 
a nectar-sweet, salty and savory miracle, 
a broth possible only when made by 
someone with saintly patience. To call 
it a great Korean soup would be unfair— 
this is just great soup. 

The donkatsu is also made with 
extraordinary care; once sampled, the 
breaded pork cutlet will become the local 
benchmark for future breaded pork cut¬ 
lets. Han Yang serves it on a metal rack 
set above a plate, elevated above all else 
so every piece remains perfectly crisp and 
greaseless from edge to edge, top to bot¬ 
tom. And it’s exactly that: perfect, with 
the meat between the crumbly coating 
so tender it crosses the line into fluffl- 
ness. Dribble on it the restaurant’s fruity 
house-made dipping sauce with hints 
of apple, then spend the rest of the time 
pondering questions such as: How did the 
chefs do it? Did they use a mallet? Was it 
from a particularly soft and lethargic pig? 


Han Yang makes other things you 
should eat, of course. The nakji dol 
sot—a mountain of rice on a sizzling 
plate, topped with a fried egg, diced 
octopus, onions and vegetables—is 
lubricated with an oily house chili 
paste that seeps through the stack. Mix 
and distribute the ingredients with a 
spoon until it turns into a fried rice of 
sorts. And the parts that crisp up on 
the searing-hot metal? That’s extra 
credit. An order will come with a bowl 
of milky soup, ladled from the same pot 
as Han Yang’s version of sullungtang, a 
broth so rich with gelatin that the left¬ 
overs will solidify into what resembles 
a block of Jell-0 in the fridge. A more 
interesting use of the broth is the do 
ganee tang, which contains the slippery 
chew of cartilage and tendons. 

You’ll have to wait until the summer 
months to sample Han Yang’s mul nang 
myun or kong guk su, both variants of 
noodles in icy broths. For now, they’re 
on the menu as teasers. But even when 
warmer weather arrives, the galbi tang 
will be there, transcending the season 
just as Korean food refuses to stay 
within the arbitrary and permeable bor¬ 
der of Little Seoul.

HOT DOGS HOT DOGS HOT DOGS 
On the corner of Fourth Street and 
Broadway, Santa Ana. No phone number. 

D on't believe the hype about street food tak¬ 
ing over Orange (bounty in the past couple 
of years—^there is no such scene outside of 
Santa Ana. Luxe loncherasat clustertrucks? 
Pshaw. I'm talking street vendors, the tamale 
men of the past or the Manhattan halal guys 
of today: people who set up shop on a busy 
street corner and sell from before sunrise into 
the late night. Only the county's barrios have 
an inkling of a street-food scene—all under¬ 
ground, of course, which means it exists only 
as neighborhood secrets who run once the 
authorities come. And only Santa Ana has any 
type of officially sanctioned food-cart scene— 
mango ladies centered in downtown, and even 
those mujeres c\ose up shop around sunset, 
the promise of mangoes and chips and sodas 
not needed for the city's hipsters of the night. 

Only one cart bravely pushes into the eve¬ 
ning. It stands on the corner of Fourth Street 
and Broadway and sells a foodstuff that's the 
toast of Los Angeles yet almost invisible in 
Orange County: Mexican-style bacon-wrapped 
hot dogs; heavy on the grilled onions and 
jalapehos; mixed with mayo, mustard and 
ketchup; and thrown into a bun that's more silo 
than bread. Local wiener vendors sell bacon- 
wrapped hot dogs, but it's that cart experi¬ 
ence—seeing pink-toned uncooked bacon 
wrapped around the raw franks, a pyramid of 
them awaiting an order, hearing the sizzle of the 
meat on the grill, watching the bacon crisp and 
transform into brittle pig candy—^that elevates 
eating the hot dog into an urban experience 
bar none. These aren't the best Mexican-style 
bacon-wrapped hot dogs you'll ever taste—^the 
bun crumbles too easily—but when the various 
umami notes of this meal mix around in your 
mouth, the grease acting as a binding agent, 
few meals are more fundamentally pleasing, 
more perfect to scarf down to fuel a nighttime 
of drinking or bring one to a close. 

The cart (which has no formal name other 
than the "HOT DOGS HOT DOGS HOT DOGS" 
on its canopy) has treats besides the bacon- 
wrapped hot dogs. Bags of chicharrones hang 
from the side; plastic containers of fruit salad 
await a spritz of lime juice and a dusting of chile 
powder. It does a brisk sale in tostilocos, a sort 
of mestizo Fritos pie in which a bag of chips is 
mixed with Japanese peanuts, fruit bits and 
pork rinds, then bathed in Tapatio and chamoy, 
a fruit-based sauce the way only Mexicans can 
make fruit-based sauces: simultaneously sweet, 
salty, spicy and savory. Tostilocos skip through 
nearly every possible food experience- 
crunchy, bitter, sour, soggy, everything—into a 
glorious mess, one that just might be the next 
bacon-wrapped hot dog for mainstream com¬ 
panies to copy. You'd think a cart offering such 
treasures would be copied across the county— 
so have at it, young entrepreneur!

W hen one thinks about the phrases "small 
plates" and "bar snacks," one visualizes 
some simplistic dishes, such as mixed nuts or 
maybe yakitori skewers. But Lucca Cafe ain't 
your normal tapas. 


Located in a strip mall just off the 405, Lucca 
elevates the utilitarian Quail Hill plaza with an 
arsenal of cooks led by Cathy Pavlos.

Widow’s Kiss 

at Broadway by Atnar Santana 

W e were drinking cocktails at the bar after dinner at Laguna Beach's Broadway res¬ 
taurant, and I thought I was being a smart-ass, challenging one of OC's best bartend¬ 
ers to make a drink with a relatively rare ingredient that doesn't mix well. 

"Make me a cocktail with Calvados," I said to bar manager Gabrielle Dion. 

Undaunted, she got down the Calvados, yellow Chartreuse and Benedictine; measured the 
liquors into a stirring cup; added ice; stirred until the drink was properly diluted; strained it into 
a champagne saucer; added bitters; and pressed citrus rind onto it—while I gawped in awe. 

THE DRINK 

Calvados, yellow Chartreuse and Benedictine? Any of those three would be a flavor punch 
upside the head, meant to be drunk as a digestif, helping a stereotypic ally huge and rich 
French dinner down. But together, they complement one another well. The reaction from 
other patrons at the bar was immediate—after I let people take a straw's worth of the 
cocktail, at least one other order for a Widow's Kiss went in. 

This will teach me to throw down a challenge to someone who's better at making 
cocktails than I am at ordering them.

Ryan Reynolds’ bod is the asset in men-on-the-run thriller Safe House

I I ing of Safe House sighed to 
her friend as the film’s opening images 
of Ryan Reynolds working out flashed on 
screen. She then went on to fiddle with 
her BlackBerry for half the movie. Based 
on those two actions, she is, I think, this 
scattered but not totally disagreeable 
CIA conspiracy thriller’s ideal audience: 
appreciative enough of Ryan Reynolds’ 
body to accept a world-spanning espio¬ 
nage drama staked on his value as a boy¬ 
friend—but beyond that, not paying too 
much attention. 

Reynolds plays Matt Weston, a junior 
CIA agent assigned to babysit a safe 
house in Cape Town, South Africa. The 
house has gone unused for Matt’s entire 
12-month stay there, and he’s dying to 
be transferred to Paris, where his ador¬ 
able girlfriend. Ana (French actress Nora 
Arnezeder), is scheduled to take a job in 
two weeks. But his boss (Brendan Glee- 
son) tells Matt he needs to prove himself. 
Then an extremely high-value “guest” 
checks into the house: rogue agent Tobin 
Frost (Denzel Washington), who has 
apparently been trafficking in global- 
intelligence secrets for a decade and has 
just survived an attempt on his life. He’s 
escorted to the safe house by CIA agents 
who—to Matt’s wide-eyed surprise—start 


waterboarding the detainee as soon as 
he’s “safely” inside. When the guys hired 
to kill Frost show up and interrupt the 
interrogation. Matt sees an opportunity 
to shore up his own cred and escapes the 
ambush with Frost in tow. 

If Matt can deliver Frost into the CIA’s 
hands alive, he’ll get the promotion he 
needs to join Ana in Paris. If he can’t, at 
best, he’ll be dressed down and demoted; 


at worst, he’ll be marked as a rogue agent 
himself and will not only have to run for 
his life, but will also never be able to see 
his girlfriend again. 

One minor character refers to Frost as 
“the black Dorian Gray,” which elicits a 
chuckle precisely because the actor who 
plays him seems to be frozen in time in 
a bad way: The “enigmatic” anti-hero 
posturing that constitutes the bulk of this 
role, Washington can do in his sleep. The 
only interesting acting in the film comes 
in the few sustained dialogue scenes 
between the film’s two stars, in which 


Frost uses what he surmises about Matt’s 
yen for domesticity to get inside his head, 
planting seeds that it’s the loving, plump- 
lipped blonde, not the agency, that’s truly 
worthy of Matt’s loyalty.

zoom-happy camera. Most of the fight 
and chase scenes register not as action, 
but as blasts and blurs of vivid color. Is 
this accidental or an acknowledgement 
that scrutability is not a paramount value 
of the contemporary action sequence? 
Either way, after one duel, Reynolds has 
a line of dialogue recapping his injury to 
the man who inflicted it. 

This style works best when cho¬ 
reographed across vast canvases or in 
extremely contained spaces. Two scenes 
in which Washington evades his pursu¬ 
ers in high-tension crowds—one set at 


a soccer stadium, the other at a street 
protest—are highlights. In the tensest, 
most satisfying set piece, the camera 
stays tight on two men wrestling on the 
floor in a lock, each of them grasping for 
weapon-ready shards of the window they 
just smashed through. 

As hinted first by that early instance 
of waterboarding. Safe House turns into 
a vague critique of systemic government 
corruption, but the most telling aspect of 
that scene is not the torture Washington 
is subjected to, but the way Reynolds is 
captured reacting, the way-zoomed lens 
framed on his dreamboat lips, parted in 
incredulity. This shot is one of several 
tying Matt’s conscience to his physical 
beauty, and thus intermingling the urgency 
of his success defending old-school Ameri¬ 
can values—or whatever—with his success 
as a romantic hero. A movie in no small 
part about the insanely high collateral 
body count of moral relativism. Safe House 
has its younger star sustain only one seri¬ 
ous injury: to the gasp-inducing midsec¬ 
tion he was sculpting in that first shot. 

Now that’s a high-value target.

JOURNEY 2: THE MYSTERIOUS 
ISLAND Its production design inspired 
by Yes album covers and Candy Land, 
Journey 2: The Mysterious Island con¬ 
tinues the weak Jules Verne-inspired 
adventures of 2008's Journey to the 
Center of the Earth. Of the original cast 
and major crew, only Josh Hutcherson, 
as Sean, a sulky teenaged Vernian, 
returns. Sean is particularly moody 
around his stepfather. Hank (Dwayne 
Johnson), who tries to connect with his 
charge by showing off his Navy code- 
breaking skills, deployed when the kid 
needs to decipher the whereabouts 
of his explorer granddad (Michael 
Caine). The old guy is living 100 miles 
off the coast of Palau, a destination 
Sean and Hank reach with the help 


of charter pilot Gabato (Luis Guzman, 
clowning endlessly) and his daughter, 
Kailani (Vanessa Hudgens, introduced 
rack first). Lifting plot threads from not 
only Verne but also Swift and Robert 
Louis Stevenson, screenwriters Brian 
Gunn and Mark Gunn still have trouble 
scripting action sequences or dialogue 
that rises above "Let's do this" level. 
The film is endurable owing solely to 
Johnson, a veteran of bad kids' mov¬ 
ies whose sense of when to dial up 
the charm in such a generic, soulless 
entertainment remains impeccable.

ALBERT NOBBS Fulfilling a mission 
that has consumed her for almost two 
decades, Glenn Close—as producer, 
co-writer and lead—brings to the 
screen the titular character, a woman 
who passes as a man in 1890s Ireland, 
a role for which she won an Obie in 
1982. The result of this passion proj¬ 
ect? Getting to look like Bruce Jenner 
in a bowler and high starched collar. 
Close's prosthetic makeup renders her 
face too immobile, a marked contrast 
with her unfixed accent; both highlight 
the pitfalls of a star's idee fixe. It's a 
shame, because the material—based 
on a novella by George Moore pub¬ 
lished in the 1927 collection Celibate 
Lives —deserves better. A punctilious 
butler at a Dublin hotel, Albert, who 
began his gender illusion at age 14 for 
economic and physical survival, can 
no longer remember the name he was 
born with. A friendship with house- 
painter Hubert Page (Janet McTeer), 
also deploying an F-to-M masquerade 
but enjoying a not-so-celibate life 
with a seamstress spouse, convinces 
lonely, pence-pinching Albert to 
pursue his dream of petite bourgeois 
propriety: opening a tobacco shop 
and trying to persuade a pretty hotel 
co-worker (Mia Wasikowska) to be 
his bride. But the characters' dar¬ 
ing choices, made so as not to live 
"without decency"—that is, as pen¬ 
niless, unattached women in the late- 
Victorian era—are always undercut 
by Close's too-conventional stunt 
performance. (R) Melissa Anderson.

BIG MIRACLE Starring everyone who 
wasn't in New Year's Eve —and larded 
with just as many bromides— Big 
Miracle is inspired by the true story 
of the end-of-the-Cold War effort to 
free three gray whales trapped by ice 
in northern Alaska. In Dctober 1988, 
Adam (John Krasinski), a TV reporter 
from Anchorage doing some stories in 
tiny Barrow, discovers a trio of whales 
blocked by five miles of ice from 
swimming south to Mexico. Adam's 
segment on the creatures' plight 
is picked up by NBC Nightly News 
("Brokaw loves these stories"). As the 
other major networks follow suit, res¬ 
cuing the whales becomes an excel¬ 
lent PR opportunity for Greenpeace 
activist Rachel (Drew Barrymore), 
big-oil executive J.W. McGraw (Ted 
Danson), an Alaska National Guard 
colonel (Dermot Mulroney), a staffer 
for Ronald Reagan (Vinessa Shaw)— 
and for the glasnost-era Soviet Union. 
Directed by Ken Kwapis (He's Just 
Not That Into You), Big Miracle leans 
heavily on anthropomorphizing the 
underwater giants. "Everybody loves 
whales," Adam says. If so, that affec¬ 
tion mutates into narcissistic person¬ 
ality disorder as Rachel, Adam's ex, 
cries to him: "Even though they're big 
and powerful, they're so much like us. 


We're vulnerable, and we get scared, 
and we need help sometimes, too." 
Barrymore is frequently called upon to 
deliver sanctimonious rants followed 
by tears, and Krasinski to soothe her 
by reminding her of her limits. While 
rooting for the marine mammals, your 
heart will also go out to the cast, 
stuck even more pitiably in syrupy 
manufactured crises. (PG) Melissa 
Anderson.

CHRONICLE Written by Max "Son of 
John" Landis, Chronicle playfully tran¬ 
scends its "Cloverfield meets Heroes" 
pitch. Brimming with passive anger 
over his mother's terminal illness and 
his father's drunken abuse, Seattle 
loner Andrew (Dane DeHaan) buys a 
cheap camcorder and records every 
banal whim with his cousin Matt (Alex 
Russell). Andrew brings his new tool 
of expression everywhere, including a 
barn rave that introduces perky blond 
video blogger Monica (Anna Wood) 
and her—or rather, the film's—second 
camera. Dut in a valley behind the 
barn. Matt and unlikely new pal Steve 
(Michael B. Jordan), a handsome stud 
who's a shoo-in for class president, 
discover a peculiar hole in the ground 
and want to film it. "Have you ever 
heard of Plato's Allegory of the Cave?" 
Matt asks as the trio goes spelunking 
moments before the force of a pulsat¬ 
ing, gleaming space crystal infects 
them with the ability of telekinesis. 
Unlike typical superhero-origin tales, 
there's a shrewd naturalism to this 
outlandish fantasy that befits these 
emotionally underdeveloped, horny, 
and otherwise average high school¬ 
ers. There's no great call to adventure 
or heroism for boys who are more 
interested in filming extreme Jackass- 
style stunts and messing with chicks. 
It's only when Andrew's hostility 
bubbles over with superhuman hubris 
that the bromance explodes in sinister, 
surprising, seamlessly CGI-enhanced 
ways. Chronicle's premise also pro¬ 
vides a clever conceit to avoid ugly, 
handheld images: Andrew, perhaps 
ready for a Hollywood career, floats 
the camera around by the power of 
his imagination. {PG-13) Aaron Hillis.

A DANGEROUS METHOD David 
Cronenberg's A Dangerous Method 
is at once a lucid movie of ideas, a 
compelling narrative, and a splen¬ 
didly acted love story involving Carl 
Jung (Michael Fassbender), Sigmund 
Freud (Viggo Mortensen), and Sabina 
Spielrein (Keira Knightley), the near- 
forgotten patient-turned-disciple 
who confounded both men en route 
to her own tragic destiny. The movie 
opens like an electrified gothic novel 
with freaked-out, wild-eyed Spielrein 
hurtling by coach through the Swiss 
countryside. Her destination is the 
clinic where young Dr. Jung is experi¬ 
menting with Dr. Freud's newfangled 
talking cure. Hysteria seems too mild 
a word for her teeth-gnashing, air- 


clawing behavior. Jung—a pastor's 
son with a thing for Jewish women 
as well as the so-called Jewish sci¬ 
ence—is intrigued. Liberated by 
therapy, Spielrein eventually proposi¬ 
tions her married doctor. Later, she 
contacts his mentor Freud to propose 
herself as a patient. Caught between 
two geniuses, Spielrein is the movie's 
true subject. Sensing her unresolved 
attachment to the ultra-civilized Jung, 
Freud warns her against putting her 
faith in Aryans. "We're Jews, Miss 
Spielrein." Jung has some intimations 
of his own, dreaming at the end that 
Lake Geneva is filled with corpses. 

This is followed by a written postscript 
of his fate and hers: The doctor lived a 
long life by his Alpine lake; the patient 
was murdered by the Nazis. Less a 
footnote to history than its embodi¬ 
ment, Spielrein now seems a quintes¬ 
sential European who successfully 
mastered her own demons only to be 
consumed by the full force of 20th- 
century irrationality. (R) J. Hoberman.

EXTREMELY LOUD AND INCREDIBLY 
CLOSE Director Stephen Daldry has 
never met a Big Theme he didn't like: 
After 2002's The Hours, a lugubrious 
women's-problem picture touching 
on AIDS and assisted suicide, he 
went to Auschwitz with 2008's The 
Reader. Daldry's logical next stop is 
Extremely Loud and Incredibly Close, 
which, based on the sophomore novel 
by Jonathan Safran Foer, provides 
two global-historical tragedies to 
play with. Ten-year old Dskar Schell 
(Thomas Horn) has lost his father 
(Tom Hanks), who was on the 105th 
floor of one of the twin towers on the 
morning of 9/11. Almost a year later, 
Dskar, increasingly estranged from his 
mother (Sandra Bullock), finds a key 
in an envelope labeled "Black" among 
his father's effects and, in an effort to 
keep open the dialogue with his scav¬ 
enger-hunt designing, game-playing 
dad, concludes that this key was the 
prompt to a last riddle, which he sets 
out, at length, to solve. He is joined for 
a leg of his mission by a mysterious, 
mute tenant staying in his grandmoth¬ 
er's apartment (Max von Sydow), very 
likely the grandfather who abandoned 
Dakar's father. Mr. Schell invented 
games to bait Dskar out of his anxiet¬ 
ies, while Extremely Loud plays its 
own writerly game of strategic with¬ 
holding, baiting the audience along on 
the way to a therapeutic breakthrough 
for the surviving Schells. Such an 
abundance of "epiphanies," one after 
another, amount to a tactical assault 
on viewer sentiments. The deluge of 
tears is Mr. Daldry's idea of pathos, 
but to these eyes is Dscar-trolling 
9/11 kitsch. (PG-13) Nick Pinkerton.

THE GIRL WITH THE DRAGON 
TATTOO Set in a freeze-your-blood 
land of streamlined chrome and steely 
dawns, David Fincher's Girl With the 
Dragon Tattoo, a malevolent remake of 
the 2009 Swedish blockbuster directed 
by Niels Arden Dpiev from Stieg 
Larsson's thriller, follows a cold trail 
of ritually butchered women through 
rural Sweden. These previously 
unlinked crimes have been discovered 
by lefty reporter Mikael Blomkvist 
(Daniel Craig), whose career was ear¬ 
lier upended by a billionaire corporate 
crook whom his reporting failed to 
bring down. Blomkvist has been hired 
on the rebound by another Swedish 
oligarch (Christopher Plummer) to 
solve a murder, but, as millions of 
earthlings know, the movie's real pro¬ 
tagonist is his ace research assistant, 
Lisbeth Salander. The eponymous 
goth-punk-pierced-lesbo hacker 
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supreme is played here by Rooney 
Mara, best known until now as the 
co-ed who called Mark Zuckerberg 
an asshole five minutes into Fincher's 
The Social Network, and it's her pale 
flame that illuminates the movie. 
Mara's Salander is not a carbon copy 
of the spiky-haired menace Noomi 
Rapace played in the Opiev version. 
She's funnier, as well as more plain¬ 
tive, in her deadpan aplomb. Nor is 
Fincher's Tattoo a shot-by-shot recap 
of Opiev's dowdier production. The 
remake is a leaner, meaner, more 
high-powered affair, though similarly 
hampered by a long narrative fuse. 
Running 158 minutes. Dragon Tattoo 
requires well more than an hour for 
Blomkvist's story to converge with 
Salander's and, though things pick up 
once reporter and hacker begin pur¬ 
suing parallel tracks (and each other), 
it grossly overstays its welcome. (R) J.

THE GREY I was told there would be 
more wolf-punching. If you crash Liam 
Neeson and six disposable buddies 
in the frozen Alaskan wilderness, 
there is the expectation—nay, the 
requirement—that Neeson punch 
as many wolves as possible. Tape 
pocketknives and broken glass to your 
fists, improvise other weapons from 
the plane wreckage, just do what's 
necessary in the situation, OK? But 
despite Neeson's recent string of 
aggrieved-daddy action flicks {Taken, 
Unknown, etc.), this is not to be. 
Reuniting with his A-Team director 
Joe Carnahan, Neeson is instead a 
melancholy Irish Catholic given to fits 
of poetry and religious doubt. Fie gen¬ 
tly shepherds a dying passenger into 
the beyond. Fie provides sage advice 
to the motley survivors—worried by 
their knowledge of both Alive and 
Grizzly Man —as he attempts to lead 
them on a trek to safety. Fie writes to 
a mystery woman, glimpsed in gauzy 
flashbacks (who provides the film's 
only real jolt in making you think about 
Natasha Richardson). Along the way, 
Neeson's pack is revealed to be frail 
and fearful, as The Grey's dwindling 
survivors somberly contemplate the 
odds against them and, as the film 
takes a mystical turn, the absence of 
divine providence. There's too much 
Jack London, and, as they systemati¬ 
cally pick off the stragglers, too many 
CGI wolves go unpunched. (R) Brian 
Miller. Countywide. 

HAYWIRE Haywire's plot is boilerplate 
triple-cross, cloak-and-dagger 
stuff—but the action choreography 
by director Steven Soderbergh and 
MMA fighter Gina Carano puts the 
impact back into screen violence. 

After a setup, ex-Marine Mallory 
Kane (Carano) goes rogue from her 
job as hired muscle for a private 
government subcontractor, looking 
for answers from her boss and for¬ 
mer lover, Kenneth, played by Ewan 
McGregor. The rest of his network 
is played by famous faces—Antonio 
Banderas, Channing Tatum, Michael 
Douglas, Michael Fassbender—but 
Haywire is very much a vehicle for 
Carano, appearing in her first film. 

The casting is more than a stunt, for 
Haywire makes full use of her particu¬ 
lar physical capabilities in combats 
of rib-cracking resonance. Carano 
is also photogenic; this is important 
because Haywire is, after a fashion, 
a slapstick-violent, mercenary sex 
comedy, with Mallory getting romanti¬ 
cally involved with each of her major 
combatants in turn. The highlight com¬ 
bat-duet is a parody of a swank first 
date in which the aggressive male 
gets more than he bargained for in the 
bedroom, concluding in a smothering 
thigh lock that leaves its victim with a 


priceless sated and insensate expres¬ 
sion before his black widow goodnight 
kiss. This is a real war-of-the-sexes 
tournament, briskly paced with a 
tickling sense of dark humor. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

HUGO Martin Scorsese's first foray 
into 3-D family filmmaking centers 
on its title character, played by Asa 
Butterfield, a just-pre-pubescent 
orphan squatting in a train station 
circa 1930. When not dodging an 
orphan-hunting station constable 
(Sacha Baron Cohen), Flugo secretly 
maintains the station's clocks and 
attempts to fix an automaton, the 
only keepsake the boy has from 
his late watchmaker father (Jude 
Law). Reminiscent of the robots in 
Metropolis, the automaton's hand 
is built to grip a pen, and Flugo has 
become convinced that if he could 
get that hand to work, it would write 
out a message from his dad. Flugo 
eventually discovers that the automa¬ 
ton was built by a silent filmmaker 
and special-effects innovator named 
Georges Melies—which happens to 
be the full name of the gruff old man 
(Ben Kingsley) who runs the station's 
toy shop. With this revelation, Hugo 
pivots: The boy's attempt to excavate 
his own personal history becomes 
an excavation and celebration of the 
first three decades of cinema history. 
Perfunctorily mounted as a children's 
adventure, the movie is far more suc¬ 
cessful as a barely veiled issue flick 
from Scorsese, the celebrity face of 
film preservation. Flis most purposeful 
use of 3-D comes in a long, visually 
stunning flashback sequence meant to 
serve as a primer on early cinema. As 
much as Hugo is a sop to box-office 
interests, in using Flollywood's trendi- 
est gimmick to awaken audiences to 
the glory of the past, it's also a PSA 
for Scorsese's personal cause. (PG)

THE IRON LADY In the first scene of 
The Iron Lady, which re-teams direc¬ 
tor Phyllida Lloyd with her Mamma 
Mia! star Meryl Streep, eightysome¬ 
thing Margaret Thatcher is presented 
as a little old lady unfit for the fast- 
moving world outside her hermetic 
London townhouse. The bulk of the 
movie takes place in an even smaller, 
more airless space: the dementia- 
stricken former British prime min¬ 
ister's head. Lloyd's film alternates 
between Thatcher's rich memories of 
her past struggles and glories, and 
her present-day attempts to remember 
the more quotidian stuff—like, how 
to turn on the TV or that her beloved 
husband, Denis (Jim Broadbent), 
whom she sees across the breakfast 
table and speaks aloud to all day long, 
is actually dead. Cutting out anything 
that might complicate the film's notion 
of Thatcher as a working-class girl 
turned plucky housewife turned 
feminist icon turned tragically dod¬ 
dering granny. The Iron Lady suggests 
that arguments against its heroine 
were always irrational and usually 
knee-jerk misogynistic. Thatcher's 
point of view is well represented; the 
counterargument is merely violence 
and chaos. In the film's version of 
events, Thatcher "fell" because a 
lone civilized woman could not pos¬ 
sibly survive the onslaught of the 
barbaric mob. That Iron Lady presents 
the historical record through aged 
Thatcher's stream of consciousness— 
an obviously biased and unreliable 
narrator—gives Lloyd formal justifica¬ 
tion for turning Thatcher's life into a 
highlight reel in which the PM is put 
upon by sexist, classist, and/or face¬ 
less brutes. As for moral justification, 
you're on your own. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide. 


MAN ON A LEDGE The hero of this 
red-herring heist flick draws two 
reactions from the throng beneath his 
21st-floor perch on a Manhattan hotel. 
The first is the "just get it over with" 
impatience of New Yorkers impeded 
by police barricades. The second is 
unlikely populist solidarity among 
the 99-percenters below. Man on a 
Ledge is, then, essentially a remake 
of the recent Tower Heist, with yet 
another band of blue-collar heroes 
trying to claw back the ill-gotten 
gains of an arrogant penthouse villain. 
Unfortunately, this film doesn't realize 
it's a comedy. Man on ledge Nick (the 
terminally bland Sam Worthington) 
is soon revealed to be a former NYC 
cop wrongfully imprisoned by a venal 
developer (Ed Flarris) who owns 
both the hotel and a treasure vault 
across the street. By threatening to 
jump, Nick provides a diversion for 
his brother (Jamie Bell) to crack the 
safe that will presumably disgorge 
diamonds and exoneration. To stall for 
time, Nick requests disgraced NYPD 
negotiator Lydia (Elizabeth Banks) 
to coax him down; sparks don't fly 
between them. Director-for-hire Asger 
Leth {Ghosts of Cite Soleil) does what 
he can with the predictable script, and 
there are nods to Occupy Wall Street 
and Dog Day Afternoon. But the whole 
thing plays like random outtakes from 
Law & Order, only without Chris Noth 
to save the day. (PG-13) Brian Miller.

PINA "You just have to get crazier" 
were the words of advice mighty cho¬ 
reographer Pina Bausch once gave 
to one of her dancers, who fondly 
recalls the moment in Wim Wenders' 
soaring 3-D tribute to the woman 
who revolutionized the art with her 
tanztheater ("dance theater")—and 
who died unexpectedly right before 
shooting on the project began in 2009. 
Wenders, a friend and fan of Bausch's 
since 1985, immediately shut down 
the production, which now seemed 
unimaginable without her guidance. 
But her ensemble members convinced 
him to proceed; their brief, mostly 
alfresco solo and duet performances 
are interspersed with voiceover 
memories of their beloved leader and 
excerpts from live stagings of four of 
Bausch's works, plus archival footage 
of the blade-thin woman herself, her 
spirit wafting through the film like the 
smoke from her ever-present ciga¬ 
rette. Get crazier: Bausch's choreog¬ 
raphy (at least to this unversed writer) 
emphasizes big emotions, Sisyphean 
gestures, and the pleasingly absurd, 
sometimes all at once. Wenders' 
expert use of 3-D puts viewers up 
close to the spaces, both psychic and 
physical, inside and out, of Bausch's 
work. Pina gives us the supreme 
pleasure of watching fascinating bod¬ 
ies of widely varying ages in motion, 
whether leaping, falling, catching, div¬ 
ing, grieving, or exulting. (Not Rated)

REDTAILS The kind of WWII movie 
Flollywood wouldn't touch dur¬ 
ing WWII, this unapologetically 
adrenalized take on the exploits of 
the Tuskegee Airmen nevertheless 
indulges every creaky combat-flick 
trope imaginable. Which isn't to say 
Red Tails is anything less than invigo¬ 
rating fun in its first half, before the 
dogfights and breakneck banter of its 
primarily black cast—including David 
Oyelowo as a skirt-chasing dare¬ 
devil, Michael B. Jordan as an eager 
greenhorn, and Cuba Gooding Jr. and 
Terrence Floward as gruffly paternal 
brass—boil over. The film makes the 
most of its Lucasfilm imprint (execu¬ 


tive producer George Lucas nursed 
the project for years before funding 
the production himself), especially 
in its stellar CGI effects, but by the 
time a tossed-off P.O.W. subplot rolls 
around, the whole thing collapses 
under the weight of Saint George's 
moneybags. There's no arguing that 
a big-budget treatment of the experi¬ 
ences of the first African-American 
fighter-pilot squadron isn't worthwhile, 
and Lucas and prolific TV director 
Anthony Flemingway nearly pull it 
off: For starters. Red Tails' non-white 
ensemble is as refreshingly daring for 
an action blockbuster as The Wire's 
was for a cop show. Its fuzzy-wuzzy, 
1940s-style appeals to manliness and 
patriotism will only bother those who 
prefer their war movies to convinc¬ 
ingly address grit, gore, and irrevo¬ 
cable loss. (PG-13) Mark Flolcomb.

UNDERWORLD: AWAKENING 

Unknown to the vast majority of the 
blissfully ignorant, somnolent popula¬ 
tion, a dark and shadowy conspiracy 
has long been going on right under 
our noses: Screen Gems keeps mak¬ 
ing and distributing Underworld 
movies. The latest, number 4, has 
Kate Beckinsale reprising her role 
as bondage-doll warrior vampiress 
Selene, who's awakened from sus¬ 
pended animation to discover a future 
where Brutalist architecture has 
made a huge comeback and where 
her kind and their archfoe, "lycans" 
(werewolves), have been hunted to 
near extinction in a mass purge as a 
sinister corporation seemingly plots to 
finish the job. Selene also discovers 
that she has begat a daughter, and an 
awakened maternal protectiveness 
spurs her to many a trench coat¬ 
flapping, guns-blazing promenade, 
set to the strains of those chugga- 
chugga tuff-sounding guitars, which 
dependably get the blood pumping 
for a segment of the population. The 
action is defined by whirligig ballet- 
ics and ample gushes of violence; 
the dialogue is stuff handed down 
through action movies ever since the 
first man walked away from a fireball 
in slo-mo. The entire production is 
single-mindedly, earnestly devoted to 
serving up feats of BADASS, and it 
succeeds in this devotion to the exclu¬ 
sion of everything else. Allegedly in 
3-D, though I didn't notice at the time. 
(R) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

WAR HORSE It might be perverse to 
accuse a tearjerker as accomplished 
as Steven Spielberg of being unfeel¬ 
ing. But the overcalculation with 
which he mechanically trots out one 
of his most familiar tropes for what 
amounts to a generic Disney animal 
story seems to preclude any but the 
most hackneyed emotion. What catas¬ 
trophe cannot be Spielbergized? No 
less than Schindler's List and Saving 
Private Ryan, War Horse finds the 
silver lining of individual salvation in 
one of modern history's darkest thun¬ 
derclouds: World War I. As the English 
lad Albert (Jeremy Irvine) bonds with 
the beloved, half-thoroughbred steed 
he has named Joey and, once the 
horse is conscripted by the British 
army, follows him into Flanders Field, 
Spielberg seeks to represent the hor¬ 
ror of modern combat in human (or 
at least mammalian) terms. But since 
he's a director largely incapable of 
understatement. War Horse is served 
up with a self-aggrandizing surplus 
of Norman Rockwell backlighting 
and an aggravated sense of doggone 
wonderment. Flad Spielberg elected 
to show war from Joey's perspec¬ 
tive rather than use the horse as the 
war's protagonist, the movie could 
have been terrifying. Instead, its most 


impressive passage is pure digital 
delirium as an animated Joey runs 
free across the CGI battlefield, rearing 
up under the full moon. That Joey! 
Uniting doughboys and officers, the 
Brits and the Bosch, mending broken 
hearts, and restoring eyesight to the 
blind, this indomitable horse does not 
reproach humanity. Embodying what 
his creators take to be our best, most 
enduring instincts, he justifies it. (PG- 
13) J. Floberman. Countywide. 

WE BOUGHT A ZOO Six years off from 
feature filmmaking, Cameron Crowe 
returns with a film he did not write, 
but one he rewrote, based on the 
real-life story of Benjamin Mee, a Brit 
newspaper columnist who picked up 
from his idyllic new digs in the South 
of France and went off to rescue an 
English zoo with his family, including 
a son, a daughter, and a dying wife. 
Crowe's movie changes these cir¬ 
cumstances around a bit: The wife is 
six months gone in We Bought a Zoo 
before Benjamin (the quite-American 
Matt Damon), moody 14-year-old son 
Dylan (Colin Ford), and bright-'n'- 
shiny seven-year-old Rosie (Maggie 
Elizabeth Jones, made for the movies) 
consider the move. And here, they 
don't relocate from the French para¬ 
dise to the English countryside, but 
from a Los Angeles suburb to the roll¬ 
ing hills of Southern California, where 
dad hopes to escape the ghost who 
haunts them all. And look who's here 
to help: Scarlett Johansson. Crowe, 
who ran Aline Brosh McKenna's first 
draft through Word before signing 
on to direct someone else's life, is 
back to what he's good at: small sto¬ 
ries populated by everyday people. 
Flelping Crowe's odds is Damon, who 
does a superior job of vacillating 
between wide-eyed {Look! A grizzly 
bear!) and misty-eyed (/ wish my dead 
wife weren't dead) without turning 
Benjamin into a complete sap. Damon 
has never been more lovable—the 
guy looks like he could use a hug.

WE NEED TO TALK ABOUT KEVIN 
In Lynne Ramsay's We Need to Talk 
About Kevin, Tilda Swinton lives out 
an urban bohemian's worst nightmare. 
Forced to give up her independence 
(and downtown loft) when a reckless 
night results in accidental pregnancy, 
free-spirit Eva becomes an unhappy 
housewife in suburbia, stuck caring 
for a kid with whom she's unable to 
bond. Baby Kevin is a terror, but Eva 
isn't exactly a model parent, either. 
She makes little effort to hide her 
resentment, cooing "Mommy was 
happy before Kevin came along" to 
her toddler's face. Later, when Kevin 
tries to force Eva to mother him by 
refusing to potty train, she teaches 
him violence by example. Fle's a sharp 
study: On the eve of his 16th birthday, 
Kevin (Ezra Miller) masterminds a 
mass execution at his high school. 

The movie's present day is roughly 
two years after the massacre, with 
Kevin in prison and Eva a drug-addled 
shut-in haunted by visions of what 
Kevin did and of scenes from his 
childhood that she fears led him to do 
it. The film is essentially constructed 
as a long, associative montage, 
flowing back and forward in time at 
varying speeds. But late in the film, 
Ramsay slows into a more conven¬ 
tional style, fleshing out incidents we 
previously saw as flashes, making 
excessively explicit what she had 
already suggested, and building to an 
anti-climactic "reveal." By treating 
Kevin's evil as a mystery to be solved, 
Ramsay only succeeds in making 
what was once allusive banal. (R)

Bleak Days, Black Nights 

OCCCA’s ‘Gothic’ invites you to drown your demons in angst-y art

E veryone I know has recently had 
a nervous breakdown—including 
me. It’s the times, it’s the age, it’s 
the chorus of voices—in our heads and 
otherwise—telling us daily that every¬ 
thing sucks and that hope is a feeble, 
four-letter word. Makes you want to put 
on a black veil, leather corset, paint your 
eyes to resemble a fiendish jezebel’s and 
dabble in a bit of Ouija, conjuring and 
using your teeth during your next lip- 
lock. Reality has become surreality, and 
if the light of day is just too harrowing 
and harsh to endure, then whisk your 
tortured soul via vapor or vehicle to the 
Orange County Center for Contempo¬ 
rary Art’s new show, “Gothic.” 

Curated by Irvine Valley College 
assistant art history professor Amy 
Grimm (who had to be chosen, in part, 
because of her awesome name), “Gothic” 
is a feast for bloodthirsty eyes. It’s all 
about the midnight hours, ominous and 
fallen fowl, apparitions and monsters, 
and deathly delicious dames. 

The one vicious vixen who never 
leaves the exhibit, however, is Lt. Mus- 
tardseed’s Stigmata Sor Juana, a 10-foot- 
tall sculpture of metals, fabrics and taxi¬ 
dermy fashioned into the most forlorn, 
porcelain-skinned lady to ever troll the 
Tower of London. Appearing as a child¬ 
hood nightmare of Bloody Mary, Juana 
is draped in exquisite regal finery above; 
below, a caged abdomen contains her 
pulsing heart hanging from chains. A pair 
of bull’s horns tops her head, crimson 
streams cascade from her eyes and hands, 
and it all pretty much makes her the per¬ 
fect poster girl for one very bad day. 

Something that would certainly 
ensure a very bad day is giving birth to 
Rosemary’s baby, and Elyse Hochstadt’s 
bronzed, hooved baby booties. Cloven, 
are entertaining and sly, effectively sum¬ 
moning images of a demonic, toddling 
terror that might give one pause before 
signing any diabolical deal with the 
devil—let alone accepting his Satan seed, 
aphrodisiatic chocolate mouse or not. 

If that pact could not be avoided, 
of course, your family portrait might 
resemble The White Family, Jessica 
Whol’s creepy-cool, found, sepia-toned 
photo of an atomic age family with 
white thread embroidered over its faces. 
Resembling a trio of accident victims, 
there’s clearly some disastrous defor¬ 
mity lying beneath those strands, but no 
little pig nose can keep Ozzie and Har¬ 
riet types from spurning a picturesque, 
GI Generation family tradition. 

A merriment of other portraits of the 
macabre is on hand, including Kelley 
Hensing’s Rumination, which features 
a ghostly, gaunt figure encumbered by 
a lush coiffure of beetles and bugs. Car¬ 
rie Ann Baade’s stunning oil. Explain¬ 


ing Death to a Rabbit, is awash in eerie, 
presenting an old master’s imagining 
of a black-lipped, mournful mistress 
cradling an armful of bunnies beneath 
her inky Elizabethan collar. Her distant 
cousin might be found in Patrick Loehr’s 
digital media composition. Portrait of a 
Lady (With Raven), which also emanates 
a 16th-century aura with its Mona Lisa- 
esque lass daring us to debase her bird’s 
nest bonnet and ominous feathered 
friend perched atop. 

Fearful fowls and a few fatalities are 
also in abundance: Joseph Cavalieri 
goes mutant with his two-headed taxi- 
dermied sparrow mounted and encased 
within a glass globe; Maxwell Nelson 
gets symbolic and dreary with Scattered 
Thoughts, his exceptional ink illustration 
of a human skull dissolving into a stream 
of flitting black birds. And the folklor- 
ian prophet of doom, the raven, makes 
appearances in Leslie Brown’s stylish 
Convergence monoprint and Tammy 
Greenwood’s Edgar Allan Poe-ian wood- 
cut with verse. Welcomed Madness. 

Moving into monstrosities and things 
that go grunt in the night, William 
Martinez’s splendid digital painting. 

The Shadow Over Innsmouth, glimpses 
a fang-y, Victorian-era toadthing creep¬ 
ing about a streetlamp during a real 
pea-souper. Clearly, he’s one fellow you 


wouldn’t wish to meet on your gloomy 
night strolls, unless you were walking 
a mutt similar to Nancy Caster’s acrylic 
dog-griffin. Eighth Monster, a plumed, 
winged horror gnawing on a human leg. 

If you were to survive that spooky 
excursion, you might end up sacrificing 
and chanting around a fire in the woods, 
as do the garmentless ghouls in Adam 
Deal’s exquisitely detailed graphite- 
and-ink illustration, Abyssus Abyssum 
Invocat. It’s certain the treacherous lot 
would eventually want a human souve¬ 
nir of your initiation, of course, which, if 
you’re lucky, might only be akin to Tradd 
Featherstone’s smart, sleek bronzed 
hand and encased human radius and 
ulna sculpture. Reliquary I. 

A host of other underworldly wonders 
also populates “Gothic,” and submerging 
yourself in someone else’s madness can be 
a balm for your beaten-down soul. If noth¬ 
ing else, it might give you some unortho¬ 
dox ideas of how to exorcise your next 
case of doldrums. Just remember to be 
home before dawn. And hide the hatchet.

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Heart of the City 

It’s Casual explore Los Angeles’ nnany facets

L istening to the title track of It’s 
Casual’s The New Los Angeles 
reveals a man—no, a beast—who 
seems absolutely sick to death of his 
city. “The! New! Los Angeles! No one 
has language! We’ve got to put a stop to 
this!” Eddie Solis bellows, with his Dam¬ 
aged-era. Rollins voice oozing a relent¬ 
less frustration that makes you think 
he’s watching his foot get sawed off. 

The music does nothing to belie his bile: 
The thorny guitar sounds as though it’s 
trying to induce itself to throw up, the 
drums stomp and kick, and the song’s 
tempo is a contortion of stop-start fits. 
It’s all dramatically unpleasant. 

As Solis explains, the “this” men¬ 
tioned in the track refers to a prevail¬ 
ing rudeness he finds in LA folk of all 
demographics. He finds people just can’t 
walk in a straight line or maintain any 
politeness, so he half-jokingly proposes 
the creation of a universal etiquette 
encyclopedia. Even though that outburst 
appears to indicate an utter disgust for 
the city, the reality is quite the opposite. 
Turns out, Solis is smitten with the place 
he’s spent his life in, and he discusses 
it with the affection of someone who 
has spent a lot of time contemplating its 
traits. “I believe I’m as LA as LA gets,” 
the Boyle Heights resident says. 

It’s Casual are a band so deeply 
entrenched in their terrain that Solis has 
characterized the sound as “LA hard- 
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core or LA skate rock.” The singer/bass- 
ist/guitarist, whose conversational style 
contradicts his presence on record (he’s 
agreeable, soft-spoken and long-winded 
in our interview), started It’s Casual in 
2001. The band have undergone several 
changes, shifting from a quartet making 
“SoCal punk rock” to a duo dedicated to 
much rawer sounds. (Nowadays, Solis 
performs alongside a revolving cast of 
drummers.) The front man takes great 
pride in the band being a two-piece 
hardcore outfit, and to handle more 
responsibilities on his own, he has 
devised a pedal setup that allows guitar 
and bass signals to simultaneously ema¬ 
nate from the same amp. 

Both his love for LA and the fero¬ 
cious music he’s making seem tied to his 
interest in the idea of sincerity. When 
he talks about how much he enjoys tak¬ 
ing public transportation in the city, he’s 
very serious. (What others call “harsh” 
and “time-consuming,” he finds “fun.”) 
That interest in public transportation 
allows him exposure to LA’s endless 
details, its many different neighbor¬ 
hoods, areas, foods and people. He’s 
planning to reissue The New Los Angeles, 
a record containing at least two songs 
about transit, with the subtitle Through 
the Eyes of a Bus Rider on his own label 
this month. He has also been assembling 
The New Los Angeles 2, delving deeper 
into his city’s properties and characters. 

One new song named “Stoned Cholo” 
is about Solis growing up with friends 
whose interests have moved from punk, 
hardcore and metal to gang culture. They 
still might attend concerts, leading Solis 
to write the line “Iron your clothes before 
a show,” which creates the amusing 


visual of said cholo preparing to experi¬ 
ence chaotic music by tidying himself up. 

Realistically, this character could be 
found in any number of places, but as Solis 
discusses him, “Stoned Cholo” sounds like 
pure Los Angeles. “I want to go out of my 
way to paint a picture that is not really 
painted. I’m not talking about coming here 
trying to ‘make it’ or living in Santa Mon¬ 
ica and taking yoga all day. There’s nothing 
wrong with that, but people are moving 
here from different parts of the country,” 
Solis explains. “I want to paint a clear 
picture that’s simple, direct, full of passion 
[and] hard-hitting enthusiasm, which, to 
me, goes back to what punk is all about.” 

Although It’s Casual tend to stick to 
performances on their home turf (they 
did, however, open for Nails at the Slide- 
bar recently), Solis is enthusiastic when 
talking about Orange County. “Skate or 
Die” off The New Los Angeles owes a hefty 
debt of inspiration to his days spent skat¬ 
ing at Huntington Beach High School in 
the 1990s; he also praises our county’s 
beaches, the now-defunct Club 369 in 
Fullerton, and OC punk staples such as 
the Middle Class and the Adolescents. 

On the music front, he emphasizes the 
importance of bands in Los Angeles and 
Orange County maintaining solidarity. 
“There’s the Orange Curtain [separating] 
LA and Orange County,” he says, “but 
at the end of the day, we both need each 
other to reinforce each other.”

Riding in 

On the Winds of 1972 


Howlin’ Rain perfect the sound of nostalgia

E than Miller, founder and leader 
of Howlin’ Rain, speaks with both 
ease and consideration about what 
went into his band’s latest effort. The 
Russian Wilds. The Northern California- 
based quintet, who are playing a Val¬ 
entine’s Day show Tuesday at Detroit 
Bar, have created what’s probably their 
most consistent and enjoyable release to 
date. At just more than an hour, the near¬ 
perfect playlist seems as though it were 
beamed in from an FM station in 1972, a 
mix of classic rock and soul variety that 
maintains a consistent voice. 

And it took a lot of effort to reach that 
point. “[Keyboardist] Joel Robinow and I 
had to rebuild the band from scratch after 
the last album—new bassist, new drum¬ 
mer,” Miller says. “You can’t rehearse a 
band for two years like that without it 
becoming a collective voice! These songs 
in their performances, in their sound 
aren’t far off from their demos, and that 
time gave us the chance to hone the 
details and the collective voice.” 

But the songs still carry over the idea of 
Howlin’ Rain continuing to change, says 
Miller, though “there’s always surprises 
once you get stuff onto tape.” 

It also helped that the band’s label boss 
is also their producer; Rick Rubin is no 
stranger to enjoying bands from when 
vinyl actually ruled the earth. Miller cer¬ 
tainly didn’t sound fazed when it came 
to meeting the challenge of recording for 
a still-legendary figure in the industry. 
“Rick’s least favorite way to work is to 
keep songs the same way throughout an 
album—he wants to hear a lot of songs 
and choose the best 12 or whatever,” he 
says. “We had never done that before 
and took that as a challenge, but we’re 
idiosyncratic—when Rick and I listened 


to the first full CD of demos, and then 
got into a second CD, he went, ‘This is 
intense; I have to take a break!”’ 

The songs that did end up on The Rus¬ 
sian Wilds were chosen from a broad cata¬ 
log. They fit together somehow. Miller says, 
“but they’re mutants—they’re assorted 
outcasts, the one weird standout from 
other albums. Without sacrificing the form 
of a basic song, they have strange, fucked- 
up branches and things growing out of 
them! Our version of rock & roll music is 
not unrecognizable, but it’s a little twisted.” 

In particular. Miller says, “Strange 
Thunder” is a lengthy song moving from 
a stark guitar/vocal arrangement to a full- 
band blast that details a friend’s suicide 
in notably fierce language. Describing the 
discussion he had with Rubin and others 
as the song came together, he remembers 
saying, “I gotta make sure this song is 
honoring this memory and this person; 

I can’t have this be something trite for 
commercial purposes.” 

It can be a fine balance, but Howlin’ 
Rain succeed there and throughout The 
Russian Wilds, and Miller is already 
considering the future. “We may want to 
go in and work fast and loose next time, 
not aim for perfection, because that can 
cause a dynamic of obsession, and it does 
show a bit on The Russian Wilds,” he says. 
“But now that we did that and did those 
sounds, it’d be interesting to make an 
anti-obsession record—get tracks down 
through the whisky and beer and haze of 
smoke, warts and all! We’ll see!”

A Broken Opera Get Fixed

T hough A Broken Opera formed just 
last year (from the ashes of the now- 
defunct the Opera), the individual members 
have been collectively jamming together 
for four or five years. And despite all the 
music experience undertheir combined 
belt, the twentysomethings—Jose Coromi- 
nas (lead vocals, guitar, bass, keyboard), 
Andrew Hernandez (drums) and Miguel 
Quintero (guitar)—haven't tried to narrow 
down their '90s-inspired jams to meet the 
music industry's genres halfway. Instead, 
the group genre-hops (a label-defying tech¬ 
nique that will hopefully lead to nationwide 
city-hopping), touching on everything from 
synth-pop to alt-rock. And with a Spanish- 
rock EP possibly in the works, the only thing 
stopping A Broken Opera from total SoCal 
domination is the lack of a bass player. And 
as it turns out, they're already looking. 

OC Weekly; How did the band 
get started? 

Roman Racela (band manager): Miguel 
and Jose were a part of a Las Vegas rock 
band called the Opera that Jose started. 
When the band broke up, they moved to 
Orange County to seriously pursue a music 
career. They met Andrew, who later became 
their drummer. Leaving Las Vegas was also 
the departure from the Opera's bluesy style 
of rock & roll—^the band started playing a 
more radio-friendly, modern-alternative-rock 
sound. The band knew they couldn't keep 
playing under the old name with their new 
sound, so a year later, they picked A Broken 


Opera. The new name is sort of symbolic— 
breaking away from what the Opera was. 

How did the cover art for your EP Ameri¬ 
can Dreams come about? 

Jose Corominas: I'm an oil painter as 
well—and ourfriend Elaina Soco had a 
showing at an art gallery with a wall that 
you could just go up to and paint or draw 
whatever you want. So I drew something, 
and then Elaina came up and drew the 
hair. I was a little taken aback because she 
drew on my drawing, but it looked really 
good, so I took a picture and put a filter on 
it through Instagram. 

So, what's the deal with "Elevator"? It's a 
super-catchy number. 

Corominas: It changed a lot when we 
were in the band room. It was just a break¬ 
up song. And when it was written, it was 
sort of intended to have a brighter sound to 
it. And the word elevator... well. I've been 
listening to No Doubt, and I always listen to 
"Spider Webs," and I was like, "Oh, what's a 
catchy word I can put in this song?" I have 
no idea why that came out, or why that even 
worked, but it was an interesting experi¬ 
ment. I like that song because we wrote 
it and it came from us—but, no offense, 
sometimes I don't feel like it defines us too 
much. It's got a very pop mentality to it. 

Anything you guys have been working on 
since your last EP? 

Miguel Quintero: Something we're 
kinda flirting with is writing a Spanish-rock 
EP. Jose's parents are both native 
Spanish speakers. 

Anything else? 

Corominas: We're just working on our 
tour and writing. The next thing we're work¬ 
ing on is a music video for "Elevator." 

Will it be shot in an elevator? 

Corominas: Yeah, haha. 

Hopefully an elevator in Orange County!

»DAN SAVAGE 


I'm a 21-year-old gay male. My friend "Marcelo" 
is friends with "Chad." Everyone who meets 
Chad assumes he's gay. Never had a girlfriend, a 
dance major, dyes his hair blond/green/purple, 
got up at 2 a.m. to watch Kate marry William—I 
could go on. During four years at college, this sit¬ 
uation has gone from funny to sad as we realize 
he may never come out and could pull a Marcus 
Bachmann and live a miserable life with a miser¬ 
able wife. Last night, Marcelo was on Grindr and 
got a message from a guy who turned out to be 
Chad! Chad sent a face pic, Marcelo sent a face¬ 
less one back, and they chatted. It turns out that 
Chad is experienced enough to know his homo¬ 
sex likes and dislikes and carry on a detailed 
conversation about them with a guy on Grindr. 
Should we say something to Chad? Would 
letting him know he's been outed be the best 
course of action? Should we have a gayvention?
